“OLD-AGE  PENSION  ACT.” 


September  3rd,  1938. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  sections  3 
and  7  of  the  “  Old-age  Pension  Act,”  being 
chapter  208  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1936,”  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  make 
the  following  regulations,  and  to  rescind  all 
previous  regulations  made  under  the  said  Act 
and  under  the  “  Old-age  Pension  Act,”  being 
chapter  50  of  the  “  Statutes  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  1926-27.” 

Regulations  governing  the  Payment  of  Old- 
age  Pensions,  including  Pensions  to 
the  Blind. 

1.  All  applications  for  pensions  shall  be 
made  in  the  form  filed  with  the  Department  of 
Finance  of  the  Dominion  Government  at  Ot¬ 
tawa,  or  as  prescribed  by  the  Workmen’s  Com¬ 
pensation  Board,  and  every  application  shall 
be  made  to  that  Board. 

2.  Every  person  who  makes  application  for 
a  pension  shall  complete  such  forms  and  furnish 
such  evidence  and  proofs  of  his  claim  fi’om 
time  to  time  as  may  be  required  by  the  Work¬ 
men’s  Compensation  Board. 

3.  Subject  to  Regulation  1  of  these  regula¬ 
tions,  the  regulations  made  by  the  Dominion 
by  Orders  in  Council  pursuant  to  the  “  Old 
Age  Pensions  Act,”  being  chapter  156  of  the 
“Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,”  and  amend¬ 
ments  thereto,  and  the  Agreement  entered  into

approve  all  pensions  granted,  increases  and  re¬ 
ductions  of  pensions,  any  suspensions  of  pen¬ 
sion,  and  any  other  changes  in  respect  of 
pensions  granted,  and  shall  specify  the  duties 
of  investigators,  other  officers,  and  clerks  ap¬ 
pointed  pursuant  to  the  said  Act,  and  generally 
carry  out  the  scheme  of  administration. 

5.  The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  keep  such  records, 
books,  and  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  ex¬ 
penditures  under  this  Act  as  may  be  necessary; 
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to  pay  pensions  monthly  by  bank  cheque;  and 
to  do  all  such  other  acts  and  thing's  as  are  inci¬ 
dental,  conducive,  or  necessary  to  the  proper

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newsoaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Biil  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrai-y.
